Wany “area directors have written to accept 
definite periods of time for Winning the 
Children for Christ programs in their areas 
during the coming year. Have you also con- 
tacted local churches for an official ac- 


ceptance of these periods? The Fall pro- 
grams in many cases are to be used for ob- 
servation and training centers and there- 


fore careful plans should be made even be- 
fore summer, by the local churches accept- 
ing these dates. Please check the suggest- 
ed schedule for your area immediately and 
then send the names and addresses of all 
pastors and churches where cooperation can 
be expected. 


Dates for Advance Preparation Meetings 
These dates will be offered as soon as defi- 
nite acceptance of the program is receiv- 
ed. Incidentally, churches participating 
in early Fall programs need to have pre- 
paration meetings this month in order to 
assure time for adequate preparation. If 
such meetings are not already scheduled, 
let us plan for such without further delay, 
remembering that our careful guidance dur- 
ing advance planning may lead to greater 
success later on. 


Enlisting Volunteer Leaders for Christ 

AK number of area directors have already 
contacted a group of volunteers in order to 
secure their cooperation as the leaders of 
one or more Winning the Children for Christ 
programs during the coming year. All such 


leaders are also being asked to share in a 
two-day observation and training period 
this Fall.

I believe we can have greater cooperation 
and less cancellations if area directors 
will help to encourage every church that 
expresses a desire for leadership to first 
show the slides to their people and then 
vote en official acceptance of the dates of< 
fered when leadership will be available. In 
other words, let us help the churches to see 
all that is involved in this program as 
early as possible.in their plaming. Church 
people need to face this challenge to reach 
the unreached children, realizing that the 
results depend upon their own work and 
prayer. 3

It starts with the people themselves -- how 
they live and dress and earn a living; it 
continues by telling about the trees and 
flowers and animals and birds they would see 
around them. Then comes a section on the 
country of Palestine, the synagogue and the 
festivals that were so important in the 
lives of the people, roads and highways 
along which they traveled, and finally the 
city of Jerusalem which was to them the 
heart of their country and of their worship.

The young people of the Baptist Youth Fellowship have heard this call and have put evangelism at the very heart of their 
program. They believe there are no better ways to Help Others to Become Christians than to use the methods Jesus used. 
Hence, these are the basic elements in our Baptist Youth Evangelism Program. 


FRIENDSHIP 


Youth must be reached for Christ and the church. About 
seven out of ten young people of high school age in our 
country are attending no church or church school. Few 
of these young people will respond to invitations on church 
bulletin boards or to mass appeals to-attend church. But 
they can be influenced by young people their own age. 

Begin with a small group of disciples. Choose those who 
can be depended upon. Get them to see why we must 
reach these unreached youth. Let each person become 
responsible for three names which he lists on his “My 
Purpose” card. Give instructions in how to do friendly 
visiting. Send this group out in teams of two to make 
friends with the unreached youth. Effective evangelism 
begins with the element of friendship. Win a _ person’s 
confidence and you may soon win him. 

Jesus began with this element of friendship. He was 
known as “A friend of publicans and sinners” (Matt. 
11:19). “The common people heard him gladly” (Mark 
12:37). His approach to the woman at the well was a 
friendly approach. He first won her confidence, then he 
won her. And when he sought to win Zacchaeus, who was 
a chief of the publicans, he first sat as his guest at dinner. 
He explains his friendship with Zacchaeus thus: “For the 
son of man is come to seek and to save that which was 
lost” (Luke 19:10).

They may 
realize that out of this group experience has come a new 
vision of Christianity in action. The Fellowship event 
should not end without a group sing around the piano 
followed by a sharing period. This is an opportunity for 
the young people themselves to express in a very natural 
way, what Christ means to them or why they first became 
disciples. Impressions have been made in the minds of 
the unreached people in this way which bear fruit later.

The Board or Committee 
of Christian Education for the local church 
should recognize the Vacation Church School 
as a valuable asset for training leaders in 
all phases of their educational program. 


This Board or Committee should help those 
who will serve as vacation church school 
leaders to become familiar with the desired 
standards of leadership. 


It should recognize the vacation church 
school as an opportunity for a local labora- 
tory, or training school. This school be- 
comes one of theory combined with observa- 
tion-practice for potential leaders through: 
1. a class in study or leadership educa- 
tion for one hour, and 
2. the assignment of each class member to 
an age group or department for obser- 
vation and practice teaching within 
that department. 


Three Types of Leadership Needed 


1. Vacation church school director or super- 

visor --a trained leader. He will super- 
vise and administer the vacation church 
school program; 


2. Trained department superintendent or 
principal for each of the departments; 


5. Potential leaders or assistants. 

Fach assistant should be selected with 
care for the special age group in which he 
or she is interested. He might be discov- 
ered in several ways:

YOUTH AND ADULTS CAN BE TRAINED 
Tor Places of Leadershi 
in Christian Education 


The hours 9:00 to 12 noon are available. 
Courses may be planned within the framework 
of the local vacation church school. 


A roster of the courses may be arranged on a 
one hour selective basis. 


The Board or Committee of Christian Educa- 
tion should plan the roster to meet needs of 
the church and community. The courses sug= 
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gested may provide helps in Bible, Missions, 
Personal Religious living, Life Enrichment, 
Methods, World Peace, Religious Literature, 
Bible Book Review, Church and Community Life 
and in other social end religious realms. 


Should the group prefer afternoon or evening 
sessions, the time schedule ona one hour 
basis may be plamed. 


Hobby Clubs of many types aid in Christian 
social living and broaden life's avenues of 
interest and service. 
Clubs in arts and crafts may be organized, 
as for example: 

Glee clubs, orchestra, reading and dis- 
cussion groups, bird, insect and nature 
study hikes, camping by the day or week; 

Craft clubs in woodwork, rebuilding 
furniture, cutting and designing aluminun, 
basketry, decorating, gardening, leather 
work, bookbinding, millinery, sewing, cook- 
ing, baking, home economics, end many other 
general arts. 


Comunity leadership for many of the crafts 
and arts nemed is available. It remains 
only to locate the leadership md the groups 
will grow in number and activity. 


Wise use of leisure time is necessary to 
home and community welfare. Clubs and extra 
training periods provide that wise use. 


Leaders await discovery. They are available 
often in unexpected locations. 


The summer season provides long hours of 
daylight. Why not use these hours to good 
advantage in building Christian friendships 
and providing opportunity for discovering 
hidden wealth in leadership? 


WEEKDAY CHURCH SCHOOLS 


Teachers and directors face the summer with 
desire for training that each my bea 
worthy disciple when the church or school 
doors swing wide in the early autum season. 


It is wise to provide for: 

1. Cooperative planning directed by the 
council on Christian education. 

2. A course of religious education as well 
planned and implemented as that of the 
public schools in the community. 

3. Discovering end appointing teachers, as 
well trained as are the public school 
teachers for their task. 

4. Adequate plens fa selecting and super- 
vising the weekday teaching staff. 


IT CAN HAPPEN IN YOUR CAMP

for training in democratic action ina Chris- 


tian community. Plan to include young 
people in the year-round planning of your 
camp program. In a Baptist Youth Fellowship 
camp the Baptist Youth Fellowship Council 
should have representation on the committee 
that plans the camp. This representation 
could act as a nucleus around which the camp 
council might be formed, and would give a 
good-year-round contact with actual camper 
interest. National information may be found 
in a manual entitled "Fellowship With 
Christ," a senior high camp program. 


A number of camps are using a special opening 
and closing ceremonial. Temple Hills, the 
Montana Baptist camp, uses a beautifully 
located altar under which has been buried the 
diary containing the story of last year's 
Camp. In a very impressive ceremony around 
the altar the diary is dug up and in a rever- 
ent spirit carried to the campfire where, in 
a spirit of great fun the diary is read. At 
the close of the camp the current year's 
diary which has just been written is read and 
the process is reversed +o bring the diary 
again to the altar where it is placed under 
the altar. 


Don't expect your campers to be enthused 
about camping just because they are ina 
Camps Camping is an intangible something 
which is a combination of out-of-doors and 
personel relationships. If adequate personal 
relationships are absent, you cannot have a 
camping experience in the out-of-doors. 
Therefore, make the most of your first oppor- 
tunities with your campers. As a counselor, 
make it your business to see that they are 
enjoying their first moments at camp without 
any unnecessary confusion about registration 
or getting settled. Meet your campers in the 
cabin; see that they are properly adjusted in 
their assignment without unnecessary confus- 
ion. Plan some unique and interesting ex- 
perience with them just as soon as they are 
settled. Remember, you are their counselor 
now; you are not to wait until the beginning 
Or classes or the opening meal. Camping can 
be terrifying to younger campers, particular- 
ly in those first few moments. Help them en- 
joy every moment of this experience, while in 


camp.

ing the next two years as a time for special 
crusade in evangelism. It is a well-known 
fact that camping provides an excellent 
opportunity for evangelism. You will want to 
remember two things: First, your responsi- 
bility tointerpret the Christian message for 
life to your campers in an adequate under- 
standable manner. Second, you will not want 
to forget that camping is entirely different 
from any other experience which the church 
has with children. Be careful not to trans- 
fer the methods of church service evangelism 
into the camp. You have more time here, 
Build slowly and carefully, to assure a more 
complete relationship of this experience in 
the on-going life of your camp. Find addi- 
tional help in evangelism from the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship. For new mthods, write to 
the Baptist Youth Fellowship, 1703 Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia 3, Pennsylvania, or to 
your State Director of Christian Education.

Always remember 
that these campers go back into a community 
where their camp craft and recreation can 
make a difference if you have planned it 
right. Use crafts which will have a meaning 
both in skill and appreciation in a camper's 
local community. Plan your recreation so 
that it is of a different nature than that 
usually played on city lots, so that the new 
games learned will help build a better com- 
munity life when the camper has returned to 
his home. Major on those games which provide 
the maximum participation. Use games which 
make the maximum of "spectatoritis" possible.
